| Upon theſe conſiderations Societies have been formed in various parts 
of Europe, for promoting attempts to recover perſons from apparent death, 
eſpecially in caſes of ſuffocation and drowning. The Humane Society 
eſtabliſhed in Great Britain, in 1774, has been very ſucceſsful. Within 
ten years from its inſtitution, out of 1304 perſons apparently dead, from 
drowning, 790 have been reſtored to their friends and country: Many 
of them, no doubt, uſeful and valuable men. For an inftitution of this 
nature a conſiderable fund is neceſſary, and many occaſional expenſes will 
unavoidably occur. The cauſe of humanity, however, deſerves every 
encouragement. And to promote that cauſe it is to be hoped the benevo- 
lent will Yberally ſubſeribe. For theſe ſalutary purpoſes the Legiſlature 
of this Commonwealth, dy their act paſſed the laſt ſeſſion, have been 
pleaſed to incorporate a Society, by the Name of the Humaxs Socttry

able Gentlemen, ſome of wham were ſpectators of the melancholy Scene, 
HE Proprietors of the Boſton Pier, finding it would be conve- 

nient for the ſhipping to be ſupplied with water on the ſpot, 
undertook to have a Well dug on ſaid Pier, and had advanced to the 
depth of zo feet.“ July 27, 1797, one of the workmen coming out of the 
well, as the tide began to make into it, complained of faintneſs, and ſup- 
poſed it proceeded from having overworked himſelf. The well was then 
covered over, and heavy weights laid upon the top to prevent the curb 
from riſing. Soon after Mr. Timothy Tilefton, the maſter-workman, went down 

into the well, contrary to the advice of ſome perſons preſent, who appre- 
hhended danger from the flowing in of the tide. But ſuppoſing his tay 
Would be but ſhort, he proceeded, and had not been down more than a 
minute or two, than the mephitic air of the well ſuffocated him, and he 
fell ſpeechleſs. Samuel Bunting, one of his workmen, finding Mr. Tilefton 

thus affected, let himſelf down by a rope, and as he was making it faſt to 
Tilefton's body, was ſeized in the ſame manner. William Hancock, a ſailor 

from Penobſcot, paſſing by and ſeeing the two unhappy men in this ſitua- 

tion, inſtantly let himſelf down by the ſame rope that Bunting did, and had 
no ſooner reached the bottom, than he met the ſame unhappy fate; _

therewith fanned. the well, and by diluting the air, rendered it ſo pure as 
to prevent an entire ſaffocation. Still the unhappy perſons were in dan- 
ger not only of complete ſuffocation, but of drowning from the inlet of the 
water by the flowing tide. Mr. Fonathan Cooper, mate of the brig Sally 
of Wells, ſeeing the confuſion, ran to the well juſt as Hancock had fallen, 
and would have inſtantly gone to relieve them, and muſt doubtleſs have 
ſhared their fate. But the ſame Mr. Balch very judiciouſly took the pre- 
caution to make him faſt to a tub by which he was lowered down, that 
in caſe he failed he might be inſtantly drawn up.

# Letter a the FF ee Judge Se wall, of Y ork, to the 8 1D; Parker, 5 
contains the following remarkable inſtance of drowning and feduimation in Kur 
borough in the County of Cumberland, and Diftris of Maine. 


N 15th July, 1797 ſeveral boys, neither of whom had learned 
to ſwim, returning from ſchool at noon, went into the river to 
bathe, at a place called Blackpoint cauſe-way, It being near the laſt of 
the ebb tide, they waded down, for ſome length of way the deepeſt water 
of the channel, which, at that time of tide, did not exceed two and an half 
feet in depth. John Haſty, a lad of about fifteen years of age, an only fon of 
Major William Haſty of Scarborough, was the oldeſt and largeſt of the 
chiliiran; and took the lead, until he came to a place, which from the ſoft- 
neſs of the bottom, or ſome other cauſe, deepened by a perpendicular de- 
ſcent to ſeven or eight feet, called the deep hole—a place unknown to the 
| lads. Into this hole, where the depth of water continued ſome” diſtance, 
Haſty ſlipt before he perceived the water to deepen ; and had the children 
all waded! abreaſt, it is prdbable, they would, have been in the ſame.

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Soon after the father's arrival, Mr. Rica, the neareſt phyſician was ſent 
for.

| of only elapſed from the time Major Libby went in queſt of him 
_ until the Doctor arrived.“ A vein was opened and the lad bled freely; 
Tobacco ſmoke was blown by means of a pipe through the anus into the 

bowels; upon which, for the firſt time, the lad drew a long breath. Two 
gliſters were fucceſfſively adminiſtered: It was, however, ſeveral hours 
before they had a viſible operation. Brandy being procured by direction 
of the phyſician, the body was waſhed with it, and a teaſpoonful of it, mixed 
with water, was adminiſtered internally every two or three minutes. The 
father then undreſſed himſelf, went to bed, and embraced the lad, whoſe 
body was wrapped round with flannel and baize, wet with brandy and 
covered with falt. At frequent intervals the lad was taken out of bed, 
and toſſed up and down in the air; which was found to be very ſerviceable. - 

In fix hours he ſpake, but incoherently. In nine hours his reaſon appeared 

at intervals. In two or three days he walked abroad; but it was four- 

teen days before the lad's health and agility were perfectly reſtored. In 
the month of November, he had no recollection of any thing which took _ 
Place on the ſeventeenth of July, the day on which the accident happened. 

In his letter, Judge Sewvall expreſſes the utmoſt confidence in the veracity 
of the perſons who furniſhed him with the facts. According to his cal. 

culation, the lad was certainly fifteen minutes, probably between twenty 

and thirty minutes under water. The perſons, who ſo ſignally exerted 
themſelves, and with ſo much ſucceſs, he recommends to the particular 
attention of the Humane Society. A conviction of their merits induced

From theſe circumſtances it appears 
that Major Libby rode ten and an half miles, and over a long fleep ſandy 
hill, called Scottoway's hill, in Scarborough, in 32 minutes and an hai, 
including the delay occafioned by changing his horſe and tackling, and procuring 
the brandy.”

Truſtees of the Humane Society, having in their hea 
capacity, been informed of ſeveral inſtances of perſons who had 
incurred apparent death by drowning or otherwiſe, and been fortunately 
recovered by the means recommended by the Society, and no communica- 
tion made thereof; and convinced that publiſhing the circumſtances of 
Mach incidents wog be attended with beneficial effects, hereby requeſt the 
citizens of this commonwealth, and particularly the gentlemen in the Medi- 
cal line, to communicate. to the Correſponding Secratary, all the. inſtan- 


ces that have or ſhall come to their knowledge, of reanimation, and the 


means whereby thoſe happy events are accompliſhed, with ſuch other par- 
ticulars of the time reſpiration was: ſuſpended, &c. as they ſhall think of 
importance to notice: As it is by comparing the ſucceſs of different means 
and operations, that this important art can be brought to perfection—
